Dean's five “Asa Drake" novels 
include the heroic fantasy Hel trilogy 
(WARRIOR WITCH OF HEL, 
DEATH RIDERS OF HEL. WERE- 
BEASTS OF HEL). The Asa Drake 
pen name was also used for two dark 
fantasies Dean co-authored with Nina 
Romberg: CRIMSON KISSES, an 
historical Dracula tale, and THE 
LAIR OF ANCIENT DREAMS, an 
Inquisition-era story of the Goddess 
witb 2 Lovecrafuan twist. 

One of Dean's short stories, “Night 
Watch,” was chosen by Graham Mas- 
terton to appear in last year’s 
SCARE CARE, the children’s charity 
hardback borror anthology published 
by TOR. Other short story 
appearances include SLAUGHTER- 
HOUSE magazine, UNDINAL 
SONGS, THE WITCHES* 
ALMANAC, and THE RUNES- 
TONE. 

Also an artist, one of Dean's draw- 
ings was recently chosen for the cover 
of the 25th anniversary edition of the 
COUNT DRACULA FAN CLUB 
HANDBOOK. 

Works in progress include a horror 
novel entitled MONSTERS THAT 
KILL, a science fiction novel called 
ZAPS, and an intensely humorous/ 
serious  contemporary/bistorical 
Texas/Norse semi-fantasy _ entitled 
BUBBA THOR AND THE LOST

SERGIO ARAGONES 

Sergio has distinguished himself as a 
cartoonist and humorist of incredible 
talent. His MAD magazine and 
paperback work would have been 
sufficient evidence of that, but bis 
accomplishments go far beyond. For 
over 20 issues, be gave DC’s PLOP a 
Vitality rarely seen in comic books. He 
also did numerous works for DC’s 
HOUSE OF MYSTERY--one-pagers 
that never lacked originality. 

Recently, of course, he is probably 
best known for the phenomenally 
successful GROO THE WAN- 
DERER. It began as a small back-up 
feature in 1982 in DESTROYER 
DUCK #1. Soon after, Groo retur- 
ned in STARSLAYER #5, and in 
December of that year the dimwitted 
barbarian was given bis own book. In 
1085, Sergio moved the book to 
Marvel, where it became the first 
Epic-line book to have newsstand 
distribution in addition to comic 
shops. Along with Mark Evanier, 
Sergio has produced one of the 
funniest comics ever, Groo later 
appeared in his first graphic novel, 
THE DEATH OF GROO, also pub- 
lished by Marvel. 

And best of all, Sergio is as enjoy- 
able in person as his book is to read. 
Be sure to welcome him back to DFF 
and congratulate him on his Harvey 
nomination for the Special Award 
For Humor! - Craig Miller 


NEAL BARRETT Jr. 
Throughout my life, all the guys 1 
ever met who were named Neal were 
named “Neil”. But this Barrett guy 
pas to do everthing differentty, includ- 
ing spelling bis name. Even bis wnting 
#s often hard to categorize. Some of 
his work has been non-fiction. Some 
bas been advertising. Some of it, like 
the ALDAIR series, has been science 
fiction.

STEVE BISSETTE 


Steve Bissette'’s version of the 
Swamp Thing was one of the most 
hideous, horrific creations to ever 
amble through a comic book page. 
The wart-like tubers that grew out of 
his fetid body always struck me as 
particularly horrendous and when 
one of the human characters would 
pluck one of those tubers and bite 
into it and the syrupy vegetable juice 
would run from the corners of their 
mouth, it would just nearly wen my 
stomach. Yet while Bissette drew the 
strip with John Totleben's belp, the 
Swamp Thing was always oddly com- 
pelling and one bad little choice but 
to look—to endure the horror or to 
revel in the horror according to one’s 
pleasure-with the sure knowledge 
that past the horror one must glimpse 
that cruel, peculiar beauty that always 
goes hand in hand with the grossest 
of horror. While this creature, who 
was 2 mass of twisted vegetation, an 
earthy walking labyrinthe, a buman- 
shaped ecological parody of man, 
could be horrifying, it could also be 
quite ‘beautiful. This late twentieth 
century expression of the old Roman- 
tic notion of Nature as allegory is an 
unmatched symbol for the ecological 
age -and will, | expect, continue 
unrivaled despite our new found eco- 
logical consciousness. In any event, 
Bissette has left the beast behind bim 
and now continues the horror in his 
own book TABOO (nominated for 
the Harvey Award for Best Antho- 
logy)-in which he still, now and then, 
finds a way to express horror 2s 
beauty and beauty as horror. - Mark 
David Diewz 


DAVID BOSWELL 

Say, who does this Boswell guy think 
he is, buh? Says he doesn’t read or 
even like most comics, He says he'd 
rather be makin' films! Why, | beard 
cone time when a fan compared his 
work to R. Crumb, Boswell clamed 
he didn’t know who Crumb was! Why 
that bum...if be was bere right now, 
Vd baul off and_er_hold on a 
second. I'm afraid I've let Mr. Bos- 
well’s comic character, Reid Fleming 
(World’s Toughest Milkman) tke 
over my thoughts for a second! Sorry 
about that —maybe I should start 
over 

The man behind that man of milk, 
Reid Fleming, is Canadian cartoonist 
David Boswell. Mr. Boswell is 2 family 
man, and through his various service- 
related jobs (like delivering pizzas and 
installing cable tv), be found his 
inspiration for that two-fisted milk- 
man with the square-shaped nose. 
David's earliest work saw print in the 
Georgia Straight, the legendary Van- 
couver underground newspaper, Cur- 
rently, his book appears at odd inter- 
vals from Eclipse Comics, and if you 
shop around, you might still be able 
to find Heartbreak Comics reprinting 
some older strips. 

While it may be true that David 
Boswell’s true love is the cinema, be 
sure is one heckuva good cartoonist. 
As Reid would say, “Tell your 
friends". We need more comics like 
this. - Dave Tosh

CHESTER BROWN 

Chey|{AO,Aently doing some of 
the most challenging work in comics 
in bis senes, YUMMY FUR. which 
features tales that run the gamut 
from anthropomorphic animals to sex 
and sadism, from saints and sinners 
to a straight forward adaptation of 
the Gospel According to St Mark 
Chester's work is 0 idiosyncratic that 
it can only seem to make sense if we 
accept that it represents an indepen- 
dently developed set of symbolic reve- 
lation. That is to say, if we sec it as a 
personal mythology such as that that 
W.B. Yeats worked out in great detail 
in order to provide a personal refer- 
ence point for mythologzing modern 
life, 

Interestingly, we do not need to 
know the whys or hows or the specific 
meaning behind each symbolic ele- 
ment to be able to appreciate the 
artistic product. With Yeats, the truly 
arcane relationships between bunch- 
back and cat and moon can all be 
reinvented by the reader and the 
poem remain just as powerful. Like- 
wise, in Brown's ED THE HAPPY 
CLOWN, we need not know how the 
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different broken or dismembered 
bands and arms and legs specifically 
interrelate; we only need know that 
they do; and for that we ean provide 
our own reason or seek our own 
pattern, as we humans are wont to 
do, Or, to choose a more specific 
example, we need not be told how or 


§ why Josie became a ghost, only that 


she did and that this relates somehow 
to her love for Chet, to her sex with 
Chet, to her womanhood, to her 
redemptive power or to any of a 
number of other symbolic relation: 
ships that seem to close on Josie. In 
the end it is our reading that gives 
these personal myths their power- 
-and accordingly it is more than just 
reading, but also rereading, making 
connections, remaining true to the 
book, fo the vision, to ourselves as 
readers, to the converging traditions 
of comics and literature and to Brown 
as an artist. Fortunately, with an artist 
of Brown's genius, such efforts can- 
not help but prove enlightening and 
fruitful, 

YUMMY FUR has earned Chester 
bis second Harvey Award nomina- 
tion.

Kurt Busiek's comic career has 
developed in three progressive stages, 

During stage one, Kurt was a 
freelance comics writer. His work 
turned up in POWERMAN/IRONF 
IST, RED TORNADO, THE 
LEGEND OF WONDER WOMAN, 
and the JUSTICE LEAGUE OF 
AMERICA. This was in the early to 
mid-cighties, 

Then there was stage two, three 
years during which Kurt was a SF 
literary agent for the Scott Meredith 
Agency, He also found time to write 
THE LIBERTY PROJECT for 
Belipse Comics, but be careful not to 
confuse this period in any way with 
stage one. 

Then there is stage three, that is, the 
“present,” as 
many would call it, Kurt is the editor 
of OPEN SPACE, Marvel 
Comics anthology series in which 
prominent science fiction 
writers create brand new works for 
the comics medium. 


STEVEN BUTLER 

Steven Butler is from Lucedale, 
Mississippi. He received his Bachelor 
‘of Arts degree from the University of 
Southern Mississippi in 1988. Steven's 
biggest influences are Jack Kirby, 
George Perez, Mike Zeck, Wally 
Wood and Frank Frazetta. Steven's 
comic credits are as follows: inker of 
CAT & MOUSE #s 1 & 2, and 
penciller of the SILVERSTORM 
mini-series, both from Aircel. His 
current projects are: regular penciller 
on First Comics’ BADGER, and an 
upcoming mini-series, from Adven- 
ture Comics, called KREY. Aside 
from these assignments, Steven is the 
Art Director of Silverline, a come 
book packager. 


MITCH BYRD 

Mitch Byrd is from Ocean Springs. 
Mississippi. Mitch served bis country 
faithfully in the military for four 
Years, including some me in Ger- 
Many. He now is a senior at the

TODD CAMP 

The sense of history that informs 
Todd Camp's work is downright 
alarming-rather like that which has 
enabled Bill Waterston (in CALVIN 
& HOBBES) to restore the values of 
illustration and storytelling to. the 
lobotomized newspaper comic-strip 
form, or that which has enabled 
Robert Crumb (a3 a musician) to find 
valid new applications for a long- 
neglected tradition of string-band 
music. With a few years yet to go 
until bis tenth-anniversary high 
school reunion, Camp already has 
managed sufficient accomplishments 
10 make most recently minted Bache- 
lor of Journalism hot-shots look like 
dilettantes by comparison. 

This condition could have something 
to do with Camp's view of journalism 
as a field embracing a fuller range of 
communication than cold print and 
Just the Facts, (Too much reportage, 
after all, is merely a bombardment of 
fact, at the sacrifice of truth or even 
plain honesty,) Camp's best reporting 
while an undergraduate at Texs 
Christian Unwersity came in his daily 
Campus Underground comic strip, 
razzing the chaotic fatuosity and petty 
corruption that are part and parcel of 
college life. 

1 met Camp during this Campus 
Underground phase at TCU during 
the latter 1980s, He was on the point 
of channeling bis reporting skills into 
an amateur-filmmaking venture, 
which would comment trenchantly on 
his college experiences in a context of 
an abiding fascinauon with borror 
movies. The debut feature, CAR- 
NAGE HALL, proved at once to be 
a vulgacian’s delight, a concise ency- 


clopedia of the diverse “types” who 
populate practically any asylum of 
higher learning, and —here’s that 
sense of history~ a metange of genre 
references. And yes, there are sequels 
and follow-throughs. 

More respectably, Camp has settled 
into a graphics-design gig with the 
Fort Worth Star-Telegram —con- 
veniently down the hall from my 
office— and established himself mean- 
while as co-publisher of the music 
magazine LONE STAR BEAT. 
Among other collaborations, Camp 
and | have a comics adaptation of the 
fantasy film CARNIVAL OF SOULS 
in development. - Michael H. Price 


LIL. STEWART CARL 


If you catch Cari yawning at the 
convention, remember that sbe just 
returned two weeks ago from a 
two-week trip to England and Seot- 
land and she may stil be suffering 
from jet lag.

Kitchen Sink bas publisbed yet 
another collection of Spirit stories. 
Tb one is entitled SPIRIT CASE- 
BOOK. It contains eighteen seven- 
page stones—125 pages~the merest 
fraction of Will Eisner’s output over 
the years. But these stories, that of 
which appeared between 1946 and 
1950, are a distillation of all that made 
the Spirit one of the greatest strips 
and Eisner one of the cornerstones 
of this industry. To say that these 
stones are classic seems almost to do 
them a disservice. to prematurely 
embalm them. The film-noir atmos- 
phere, the femme-fatales, the con- 
stant references to post-war life-none 
of these serve to deaden the impact 
of these tales. They are quite as alive 
today as they were forty years ago. 
The light humor in such stories as 
‘Two Lives” and "The Story of 
Gerbard Shnobble” cannot keep us 
from finding the small but significant 
people that are at the heart of 


Elsner’s best character sketches, and 
here are some of bis best Here is 
Wild Rice and P'Gell (who tells us 
het tale is not “for little boys”) and 
Mr Worm and Revnard, the Fox 
and Sand Saref and Quadrant J. Stet. 
Quite possibly the most beautiful 
story ever to appear in a comic book 
is the fast story in this book Satin.” 
In it, the Spirit finds himself on an 
island in the Caribbean with his old 
flame Satin and ber daughter Hildie 
and ber new husband Kurt. who is 
acoused of a foul murder. Appro- 
priately, a hurricane strikes the island 
just es the emotions and turbulent 
human section of the story reach their 
climax. The child, Hildie, ts lost and 
the adults go off in search of her on 
“an island besieged by a monstrous 
storm,..three miniature 
figures..shouting a child’s name into 
the crazy wind.” Eisner’s Japanese 
brush created some of its most beau- 
tiful, delicate and poignant lines in 
delineating both the physical and 
emotional storm of that scene. The 
actual plot, which in seven pages 
could only ever be cursory, is pro- 
bably irrelevant~the impact of the 
images and the concise, telling prose 
and the characters that are inevitably 
true and buman--perhaps all too 
human—is what really matters here. 
Eisner found post war America in an 
emouonal turmoil--and instinctively 
and insigbtfully be painted that tur- 
moil. And be has continued that 
vision into the present, his recent 
tales of the city and tenement life are 
a continuation of the same raw theme 
played out for us by the one comic 
book artist who has the integrity and 
genius to portray it for us. But all in 
all, bis is little more than the art of 
finding, observing and presenting 
human life from the small to the 
heroic, from the mock grandiose to 
the Uny but not insignificant. from 
cancature and fantasy to naturalism 
and reality. A small art, perhaps, but 
one for which our greatest writers of 
this century have sought to fay claim- 
-and among them I would not besitate 
to put Will Eisner, cartoonist. - Mark 
David Dietz.

KERRY GAMMILL 


A treasured Texas resource on a par 

with popular music's Delbert McClin- 
ton and the cinema’s Gene Autry, 
Kerry Gammill has spent the past 
decade cinching his place, carefully 
and deliberately-but inexorably--as 
‘one of the industry's more eminent 
heroic storytellers. By self-admission 
‘a slow worker (his pencilled comics 
pages often are as detailed as a Virgil 
Finlay scratchboard), Gammill has 
advanced most recently to the plum 
assignment of SUPERMAN at DC 
Comics. A devotee of that watershed 
feature since his childhood during the 
1960s, Gammill has justified his parti- 
cipation in the Man of Steel myth by 
infusing it with the enthusiasm the 
stories once waked in him. The Gam- 
mill version seethes with controlled 
force, 2 feral quality tempered with 
intellect and compassion. Gammill 
may well be the most right artist for 
the character since Wayne Boring- 
«whose Superman seemed a thank- 
God-be's-on-our-side sort--in that he 
understands the power beneath the 
colorful trappings. For that matter, 
where the late Mr. Boring’s casual 
grasp of anatomy required no little 
suspension of disbelief, the Gammill 
physiques possess real-world propor- 
tions and perspectives. 

The inventory of prior Gammill 
works includes SPIDER MAN, IN- 
DIANA JONES, THE X-MEN, THE 
FANTASTIC FOUR, TEEN 
TITANS, CONAN, and STAR 
WARS, to cite only several—is suffi- 
ciently well known to permit the 
gloss-over treatment here. His most 
recent effort debuts at the present 
Dallas Fantasy Fair. It is an off- 
the-wall collaboration with Marvel 
Comics’ Bob Layton (2 comparatively 
new resident of Texas), done as a 
cover for the current issue of CLASS 
ACTS, the weekly kid-magazine insert 
of the Fort Worth Star-Telegram.

The French 
novelist Marcel Proust wrote a novel 
of over a million words searching for 
the meaning bebind an involuntary 
memory of the subtle taste of a cake 
soaked in tea. For the better part of 
this past evening, I have returned 
through my memory to 1981, reliving 
where and who I was when | first read 
Jaime’s stones in LOVE AND 
ROCKETS #1. I have recreated the 
room I lived in ~the BOQ on Geissen 
Kaserne in Germany, an old World 
War II barracks~ and the music that 
played on the turntable, Eddie Coch- 
tan and Gene Vincent, because I was 
discovering rockabilly that year --and 
the furniture, a sickly burnt orange

sofa and an arm chair that didn't 
match. | also remembered how I had 
to check under my car and under the 
car seat each morning for bombs. 
And | remember sitting in my BOQ 
room, feeling the cold sir from the 
German winter outside and reading 
Jaime’s stories about Maggie and 
Hopey and Penny and Izzy-and most 
especially Maggie who was for me the 
most romantic character | had dis- 
covered in the comics since I had 
stopped reading about Veronica and 
Betty. 

But one story stood out. It provided 

the memory that, like Proust's tea 
soaked cake, served for me as the 
catalyst for these all too vivid evoca- 
tions of the past. Entitled “How to 
Kill A”, it is 2 pantomime tale about, 
and supposedly by, Isabel “Izzy” Reu- 
bens and it is the first of Jaime's 
works of pure personal mythology 
wherein symbols, images and words 
take on a depth of personal meaning 
while remaining extraordinarily com- 
municative. They possess a mythology 
that allows each reader to reinvent 
the thing for himself. And so the 
story provides for me thoughts, 
memories, images and such the like of 
which Jaime could never imagine.

R.A. JONES 

A few years ago, a great old pulp 
wtiter~one of the fabled million- 
words-a-year boys~-was tending to bis 
windowbox garden on the 20th floor 
of a major-city bigh rise when he 
experienced a sudden attack of ver- 
tigo, tumbled out the window, and 
plunged to his death below. It was, of 
course, a tragic thing, but it was an 
unusual thing as well, Because, as it 
tumed out, a young comic book 
reviewer named R.A. Jones happened 
to be passing by on his way to a Kelly 
Nichols double feature. Through a 
process not yet explainable by science, 
the soul of the old fictioneer passed 
into the body of the young man--sort 
of like that mystical deal that hap- 
pened to Barbara Hershey on the set 
of LAST SUMMER a few years ago, 
when the spirit of a seagull entered 
her body and she went around calling 
herself Barbara Hershey Seagull until 
she stopped getting jobs. 

RA. Jones didn’t change his name. 
But he suddenly found bimself with a 
burning lust to write for comic books, 
the contemporary equivalent of the 
pulps. And so be did. After an 
ill-fated stint as editor for a publisher 
who was not terribly interested in 
paying bis artists and writers, RA. 
found a bappy home at Malibu Gra- 
phics, where be quickly became a 
shining star. 

These days, RA’s hotcha tile 
SCIMIDAR is one of the biggest 
success stories in independent comics,

significant, and ever-increasing, sales 
numbers.
